TESTIMONY ENDS IN MURDER 
TRIAL OF EAST ST. LOUIS MAN 


Jury Expected to Get Case Today 
of Arten Ovoian, Who Pleads 
Accidental Shooting. 


Testimony in the trial of Arten 
Ovoian, Armenian grocer of East 
St. Louis, charged with murder in 
the second degree, was completed 
yesterday before a jury, in Circuit 
Judge Maurice V. Joyce’s court at 
Belleville. After closing arguments 


of counsel, the case is expected to 
be given to the jury early this aft- 
ernoon. 

Ovoian, 49 years old, who con- 
ducts a grocery at 1419 East Broad- 
way, is charged with having shot 
and killed Minas Melkonian, a fel- 
low countryman who had a restau- 
rant at 1431 East Broadway, May 
20, 1938. 

Two witnesses for the State testi- 
fied Ovoian shot Melkonian as the 
latter stood with his hands raised. 
Ovoian told the jury the shooting 
was accidental, that Melkonian was 
trying to disarm him when a re- 
volver he was holding was acci- 
dentally discharged. His wife, Mrs. 
Summa Ovoian, and Harry Opoian, 
a restaurant owner, also testified 
in his defense. 

Melkonian was one of two men 
killed by Ovoian. The other was 
Leon Ovigian, a shoe repairer ac- 
cused by Ovoian of having visited 
the latter’s wife at her home.

Final witnesses for the defense, 
called in an attempt to show that 
West was insane when he killed 
Mrs. Davidson with a shotgun, were 
heard today, and the State offered 
rebuttal testimony. 

Dr. William H. Nelson, psychia- 
trist of 1 Beverly place, attributed 
the killing largely to West's frus- 
trated love for Mrs. Davidson, and 
said the defendant had an unbal- 
anced mind and a disordered per- 
sonality, He testified West “had a 
great social longing, but was pos- 
sessed by a fear of people which 
prevented him from leading a. nor- 
mal life.” His conclusions, he said, 
were based on a 10-hour interview 
with West and his parents. 

Rebuttal Witnesses. 

Called by the prosecution in re- 
buttal, Dr. Robert E .Keaney and 
Dr. Francis M. Barnes Jr., physi- 
cians, said they believed West was 
Sane at the time of the shooting. 
Dr. Keaney said his opinion was 
based largely on a long talk with 
West on June 16, and Dr. Barnes 
said his observations were made 
during the present trial. 

When the defense opened yester- 
day afternoon counsel for West told 
the jury that West did not deny the 
shooting, but was of unsound mind 
and hence not responsible for his 
acts. Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach has asked for the death 
penalty.

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MARRIAGE HEALTH 
SPONSORS DIVIDED 
ON BILLS OFFERED 


Hearings Develop Differ- 
ences on Extent of Test 


of License ag for

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.—The 
Senate and the House committees 
on public health began yesterday a 
study of the highly controversial 
marriage health bills, which would 
require persons making applications 
for marriage licenses to present cer- 
tificates attesting to their freedom 
from certain types of venereal dis- 
ease. 

A bill on the subject is pending in 


each house of the Legislature and 
though each is designed to prevent 
the spread of venereal diseases by 

requiring medical examinations ad 
fore a marriage license is issued, 
they differ widely in provisions for 
examinations. 

Virtually all the opposition to the 
legislation thus far has come from 
sponsors of the bills. Those sup- 
porting the Senate bill have charged 
the House measure would be inef- 
fective, and the sponsors of the 
House bill contend the Senate plan 
would be too stringent and result 
in public disregard of the law. 

Basis of Controversy. 

The crux of the controversy, as 
disclosed at hearings before the 
committees yesterday, Is the ques- 
tion of whether applicants for mar- 
riage licenses should be required to 
undergo medical examinations to 
determine whether they are free 
from gonorrhea and whether physi- 
cal examinations should be made in 
addition to blood tests. 

The House bill, introduced by 
Representative Suggett Edwards of 
Audrain County, provides that blood 
tests be made to ascertain only 
whether persons applying for a 
marriage license are free from 
syphilis. After passing that test the 
applicant could obtain the license 
‘by merely certifying that he was 
free from all other venereal dis- 
eases. 

Dr. Lee D. Cady of St. Louis, 
chairman of a legislative study com- 
mittee of the Missouri State Medi- 
cal Association, told the House com- 
mittee last night that it would be 
‘impractical to require persons to 
‘submit to tests for gonorrhea, as 
‘the tests were costly and not ac- 
‘curate or certain even when per- 
formed by experts. 

Evasion in [linois. 

He said the widespread evasion of 
the Illinois law was due principally 
to the requirement that such tests 
be made. Tests for syphilis are 
about 98 per cent accurate, he add- 
ed. 

William L.. Weiss, vice-president 
of the Young Men’s Division of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
declared that 26 states now have 
marriage health laws, but that 
states with broad examination re- 
quirements were finding that resi- 
dents crossed state lines to evade 
the law. He said the tests for 
gonorrhea should not be required 
because the necessary physical ex- 
amination was objectionable and 
the cost to the applicant would be 
too high. 

The Senate bill, introduced by 
Senators Raleigh McCormick of 
Webster Groves and Michael Kin- 
ney of St. Louis, provides that tests 
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\jor venereal diseases.

Wants Broad Law. 


She declared the primary purpose 
of the law was to check the spread 
of venereal disease, and that un- 
less the fight was made against 
both major diseases that purpose 
would be defeated. 

“It is too late to do much for 
the victims now, but this law should 
be broad enough to give real pro- 
tection to the rising generation,” 
she said. 

In other respects the two bills, 
are similar. Both provide that the 
medical examinations be made 
within 15 days before issuance of 
a marriage license and that the 
State Board of Health be author- 
ized to supervise the act and make 
all necessary rules and regulations. 

The medical examinations would 

be by licensed physicians and the 
blood tests could be made by any 
laboratory approved by the State 
board. Provision is made for the is- 
suance of marriage licenses to ap- 
plicants who may have a disease 
not in a communicable form, and 
for the purpose of permitting 
“death bed” marriages. 
Sponsors of the House bill . in- 
clude the Missouri Federation of 
Women's Clubs, the St. Louis 
League of Women Voters, the St.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Cross-ex- 
amination of J. Richard (Dixie) 
Davis, former gang lawyer, was 
balked time and again today by 
State objections in James J. Hines’ 
retrial on lottery conspiracy 
charges, forcing defense counsel to 
retreat from the lite of question-|" 
ing adopted at the Tammany dis- 
trict leader’s first trial last sum- 
mer. 

Davis, attorney for the Dutch 
Schultz Harlem policy racket in its 
$20,000,000-a-year heyday, swore yes- 
terday that he gave Hines thou- 
sands of dollars for protecting the 
racketeers. 

Today, Licoyd Paul Stryker, de- 
fense counsel, began asking Davis 
about his early friendship with 
Hines in 1931 and 1932 and about 
Davis’ contributions to Hines’ char- 
ities for the poor of his district but 
repeated objections by District At- 
torney Thomas E. Dewey turned 
Stryker to Davis’ relations as a 
lawyer with some of the policy 
bankers and his first meeting with 
Schultz late in the summer of 1931. 

Wanted Schultz’ Business. 

Davis said, in answer to ques- 
tions, that he wanted to meet 
Schultz and wanted to get business 
from him. 

“You knew all about Schultz 
then, didn’t you?” “Yes.” 


“You engineered the shakedown of 
Joe Ison, didn’t you?” 
answered Davis. 

Ison, a Negro policy banker, testi- 
fied that Bo Weinberg and Abe 
Landau once threatened him unless 
he promised to pay for protection. 
‘Davis wag his lawyer. 

Davis admitted that he had told 
George Weinberg, suicide brother 
of Bo and a henchman of Schultz, 
that he could convince Ison he 
ought to pay for protection. At a 
conference attended by Ison, Davis 
and the Weinbergs, the policy 
banker agreed to pay $500 a week.

The census was taken with co- 
operation of local, state and other 
national agencies and shows a total 
ef more than 56,000,000 game ani- 
mals in this country. 

The figures are only approximate. 
An animal census usually is taken 
by counting the number in a sam- 
ple territory in which they are 
known to travel, then multiplying 
that number to cover the area of 
the region they inhabit. Numerous 
checks are made with qualified ob- 
servers. Small herds may actually 
be counted. 

- Pennsylvania Ranks Second. 

Pennsylvania is second in the 
National total and there again is 
@ preponderance of deer-—793,000 
white tails of a total of 796,000 ani- 
mals. It has 3300 black bears and 
111 buffalo. 

“The Deer Are Like Flies.” 

A St. Louis outdoom man told 
of the overflow of deer in Michi- 
gan, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 
In Pennsylvania, for instance, he 
said the deer are giving farmers a 
great deal of trouble, getting into 
crops for food and “practically 
shoving the cattle aside at the food 
troughs.” 

In jsome of those states he said 
game commissioners are advocating 
the shooting of does and have, in 
one instance, a three-day doe sea- 
son, 

The most abundant big game is 
deer, about 4,500,000; others kinds 
to be found in this country are 
grizzly and biack bears, Rocky 
Mountain and desert bighorns, pec- 
caries, moose, antelope, mountain 
goats, buffalo, caribou (only about 
two dozen in the United States and 
Maine has half of them), and Euro- 
pean wild boars, imported to North 
Carolina, Tennessee and California. 

In some states, of course, there 
are so few of various kinds that 
there is no open hunting season.

One reason Missouri has only 700 
deer ig that natural feed must be 
built up before the herds are in- 
creased. 

There has been a slow decrease 
of deer in Missouri for the past 30 
years, W. O. Nagel, University of 
Missouri wildlife man, re- 
ports, and the “population” is. now 
very low because of woods burn-/ 
ing, overgrazing of range by live- 
stock and illegal killing. 

Nagel said the program of food 
restoration and establishment of 
refuges and added protection by 
Federal and State agencies now 
under way is expected to restore the 
herds. 

Delaware is the only state in 
which no big game animals were 
reported. 

California offers a variety, rank- 
ing third in the nation with a total 
of 482,000 animals, including 304,000 
mule deer, 149,000 black-tailed deer, 
11,700 black bears, 12,800 antelope, 
2700 desert bighorns, 700 elk, 200 
Rocky Mountain bighorns, 150 Eu- 
ropean wild boars and 59 buffalo. 

Idaho “counted 98,900 mule deer, 
24,400 elk, 10,000 white-tailed deer, 
11,000 antelope, 5300 black bears,

No comparably comprehensive na- 
tion-wide estimate is available for 
any previous year, the United States 
Department of Agriculture reported. 
It was said the status of deer, elk, 
antelope, black bears and buffalo is 
considered encouraging, but that of 
bighorn sheep, mountain goats, 
grizzly bears and caribou is un- 
satisfactory. 

The following comparisons are 
with earlier estimates made by rec- 
ognized authorities: 

E. W. Nelson in 1916 estimated 
40,000 elk in the United States; the 
present total is 165,700. 

Nelson in 1922-24 said there were 
26,600 antelope in the U..S&.; the 
present total is 131,500. 

Ernest Thompson Seton in 1913 
estimated there were 28,000 bighorn 
sheep; the present total is 16,900. 
Mountain goats in 1922 were esti- 
mated at 11,700; at present there 
are 13,200. 

Since 1922-24 antelope have tripled 
numerically in Montana and Ne- 
vada, quadrupled in Texas and Wy- 
oming, increased six times in Ore- 
gon and jumped from 1600 to 15,000 
in New Mexico, 

Only 200 deer were killed in Penn- 
sylvania in 1907; but the total deer 
in that State in 1937 was 793,000.

Europe Won’t Stand

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Dr. Alfred Ro- 
senberg, head of the Nazi party's 
foreign political section, told a gath- 
ering of diplomats and newspaper 
men last night that Europe could 
never tolerate a Jewish state.

cific plan yet set forth by a high 
Nazi official for treatment of the 
Jewish question by proposing that 
either British Guiana in South 
America or the French, Isiand of 
Madagascar off the East Coast of 
Africa be made into a “Jewish res- 
ervation.” 

Rosenberg spoke as negotiations 
were getting under way in London 
among Britons, Arabs and Jews to 
arrange a compromise between the 
British promise of 1917 to create a 
Jewish national home in Palestine 
and a war-time promise for inde- 
pendence to Arabs who are de- 
manding an end of Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine. 

Rosenberg’s Talk. 

Dr, Rosenberg, commissioner for 
ideological education in Germany, 
said: 

“Palestine is too small to take 
all the Jews. A Zionist state as 
contemplated aims at not at mak- 
ing a home for the Jews in Pales- 
tine, but at creating a Pan-Jew- 
ish center of power in the Near 
East. 


“Such a state would inevitably 
send diplomatic representatives 
abroad and support Jewish minori- 
ties everywhere, and give asylum to 
undesirable Jewish elements from 
all over the world. 

“Such a situation Europe could 
never tolerate. The question re- 
mains whether the democracies are 
willing to set a self-contained ter- 
ritory apart large enough to hold 
15,000,000 Jews. 

“Such a plan should be financed 
by Jewish millionaires throughout 
the world. 

“IT am using the word ‘reserva- 
tion’ by design because there can 
be no question now or in the fu- 
ture of setting up a Jewish state.” 


Proposes International Police. 

Dr. Rosenberg said he regarded 
Alaska as unsuitable for such a 
reservation and “too close to Cana- 
da and the United States to be safe 
from racial dangers.”

berg, should be placed under some 
form of international control or po- 
lice “because if left to themselvés 
the Jews inevitably would despoil 
and massacre each other.” 

He said the Jewish problem would 
be solved, as far as Germany is 
congerned, when the last Jew has 
left the Reich.

states.” 


Quaker Group Studies Alaska as 
Site of Refugee Colony. 
By the Associatea Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 8.—The 
American Friends (Quaker) Serv- 
ice Committee is making a serious 
study of a section of Alaska as a 
possible site for a permanent col- 
ony of Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many, it was announced today by 
Dr..Rufus M. Jones, haverford Col- 
lege professor who headed an 
American Quaker delegation which 
returned from Germany two 
months ago saying the Nazi Gov- 
ernment had approved a plan to 
speed emigration. 

He said establishment of a colony 
in Alaska would require an act of 
Congress, but added: 

“We have so far found no more 
favorable place for the Jews and 
non-Aryans of Germany to start 
their own civilization anew.” 

He said five American Quaker 
commissioners would begin direct- 
ing a relief program in Germany’s 
key cities soon, but the work of as- 
sisting Jews to emigrate was pro- 
ceeding more slowly. 

The present plan, he added, calls 
for transit camps in border coun- 
tries but eventually “we hope that 
out of our work will come three 
or four large Jewish colonies in 
various parts of the world.”

SYDNEY, Australia, Feb. 8 — 
Commonwealth officials today sent 
a report to the Australian Cabinet 
disputing the right of Lincoln Ells- 
worth to annex 80,000 square miles 
of new territory in Antarctica in 
behalf. of the United States. 

Ellsworth announced his claims 
to this territory in a dispatch from 
the South Pole. Later when his 
expedition arrived at Hobart, Tas- 
mania, Feb. 4, he announced he 
was claiming a total of 430,000 


Today's report was the result of 
an investigation into Elisworth’s 
original claim for 80,000 miles of 
territory. The report said Austral- 
ia definitely claimed the region in 
question when it was explored in 
1928 by Sir Douglas Mawson. It 
was said, however, that Australia 
would take no steps to contest the 
territory claims unless the United 
States took the initiative by sup- 
porting Elisworth’s claims. 

Australia now is planning further 
exploratory work in the Antarctic 
following the purchase of Ells- 
worth’s ship, the Wyatt Earp, and 
two. airplanes, which was an- 
nounced yesterday.

Amendment to Halt Work 
on Gilbertsville Dam 
Voted 159 to 122 but 
Body Can Reconsider.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 —The 
House tentatively chopped $17,203,- 
000 today from an appropriation for 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, an 
action designed to halt construc- 
tion of the Gilbertsville Dam, 

By a teller vote of 159 to 122, it 
wrote into the independent office 
appropriation bill an amendment 
by Faddis (Dem.), Pennsylvania, to 
reduce the TVA fund from $39,000,- 
000 to $21,797,000, halt work on the 
Gilbertsville Dam, and abandon a 
project at Watts Bar on the Ten- 
nessee River and stop investigation 


of dam sites near Coulter Shoals. 

The House still has a chance to 
reverse itself and strip the Faddis 
amendment from the bill, during a 
later stage of consideration of the 
measure. 

Before .cting on Faddis’ amend- 
ment, the House had shouted down 
a proposal by Representative Tay- 
lor (Rep.), Tennessee, to increase 
the TVA appropriation by $2,228,- 
000 to finance the project at Coul- 
ter Shoals. 

Attack on Labor Board Fails. 

Earlier, the House overwhelming- 
ly defeated an attempt to cripple 
the National Labor Relations Board 
by eliminating its $3,039,600 appro- 
priation for the next fiscal year. 

The standing vote, announced as 
186 to 5, came after House Major- 
ity Leader Rayburn had taken the 
floor and appealed to the member- 
ship not to “assassinate” the board 
in such a manner. 

Taber (Rep.), New York, senior 
minority member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, led the 
fight to strike out the item with 
a declaration that the funds should 
be withheld until the Labor Rela- 
tions law can be amended so both 
industry and labor would be as- 
sured a “square deal.”

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Tuberculin 
Tests Urged 
For Schools 


Teachers, Especially, 
Should Be Examined, 
Says Doctor.

N a discussion the other night by 
Jone of the leaders of the move- 

ment to eradicate tuberculosis in 
the United States, he made four 
especially important points. 

First, he emphasized the value of 
the use of the tuberculin test in ex- 
amining all school children, high 
school children, 
teachers. The reason for the ex- 
amination of teachers is that tuber- 
culosis of the lungs probably is 
transmitted entirely by contact 
from ome person.to the other— 
usually from an adult to a child, 
The adult who is a carrier is en- 
tirely innocent and has no idea of 
the existence of tuberculosis, Tu- 
berculosis may be a disease almost 
entirely without symptoms. The 
teacher ascribes the cough to nasai 
catarrh, nervousness, any one of a 
dozen things besides facing the 
possibility that an examination 
should be made. 

There are many cases of teach- 
ers who have left home perfectly 
healthy, gone to a normal school 
and caught the disease from an- 
other ‘student. Then this infected 


ing institution where she comes in 
contact with pupils, and a large 
proportion of them develop some 
type of tuberculosis. 

This can all be eliminated by in- 
sisting upon a tuberculin test for 
every teacher as he or she begins 
the vocational career, 

While we can arrest tuberculosis 
once it is started, we cannot stop 
the spreading of the germs and, 
therefore, the only thing to do is 
to isolate the source of infection. 
Thig was the second point made by 
the tuberculosis specialist. 

His third point was that the tu- 
berculin reaction is 100 per cent 
efficient. If a person has had tuber- 
culosis at any time in his life, 
whether active or passive, he will 
react positively, The tuberculin 
test, then, is simply the first step 
in determining the status of a tu- 
berculous individual. The ~second 
step is to have an X-ray picture 
of the chest made to see whether 
the case is “open,” If it is, it should 
be treated, 

The best method of treating an 
open case today is collapse of the 
lung, or collapse of the _ chest. 
Nothing else seems to be of perma- 
nent value. 

The final step in the attack 
against tuberculosis is the removal 
of the other important source of 
contagion besides human beings, 
infected cattle. This was discussed 
in the article yesterday. 

With these measures, the univer- 
sal use of tuberculin testing, follow- 
ing back an infected case to the 
source, quarantining the source and 
closing open forms of tuberculosis, 
we may expect to reduce the inci- 
dence of tuberculosis to the vanish- 
ing point. The actual number of 
deaths from tuberculosis has de- 
creased steadily, but the decrease 
has come virtually to a standstill 
since the depression. Most com- 
munities are unable to apply uni- 
versal tuberculin tests on account 
of economies, but in order to erad- 
icate this plague finally, such meas- 
ures will have to be adopted,

CHAPTER ELEVEN. 

ING HAAKON VII of Norway 

was Prince Charles, second son 

of Denmark’s King Frederick 
VIII, until that strange episode in 
Scandinavian history when Nor- 
way split away from its union with 
Sweden and elected the Danish 
prince its king. It couldn’t have 
happened as peacefully anywhere 
else in the world. As a result of 
the Napoleonic upheavals in Eu- 
rope, Norway found itself in 1814 
under the rule of the King of Swe- 
den. Although it was called a “un- 
ion” the Norwegians were jealous 
of their independence. By 1905 bit- 
ter disagreements arose, Norway 
organized its own foreign consular 
service, and proclaimed its inde- 
pendence from Sweden by a nation- 
al plebiscite. For a time, there was 


danger of war between the two . 


Scandinavian countries. Troops 
were mobilized on both sides. But 
sanity prevailed and Sweden final- 
ly acquiesced in the severance of 
the “union.” 

Norway had to shop around 
quickly for a king. It had been 
under the rule of Denmark for 
many years prior to its transfer to 
Sweden after the Napoleonic era, 
and there was a friendlier feeling 
between the Norwegians and 
Danes than between the Norwegians 
and Swedes. The Norwegians could 
not have picked a more kingly look- 
ing personality than handsome 
Prince Charles of Denmark, whose 
robust figure, bristling mustache 
and military bearing were sure to 
command respect. 

The Danish Prince and his wife, 
Princess Maud of England, favorite 


‘daughter of Edward VII and sister 


of George V, were invited to ascend 
the ancient Norwegian throne that 
had been vacant for more than 500 
years. A national plebiscite was 
held to confirm the invitation. It 
was a curious election. Voting in 
the cities, towns and villages con- 
sisted of giving a ballot to one of 
two election officials who walked 
around the street with big Mad 
Hatter hats on, one bearing the 
sign “Yes,” the other bearing the 
sign “No.” The final vote was 259,- 
563 in favor of crowning Prince 
Charles King and 69,264 opposed. 
November 25, 1905, Prince Charies 
and Princess Maud arrived by sea 
from Copenhagen and disembarked 
at Christiana which has since been 
changed to the olden name of Oslo, 
The new King took the ancient 
Norwegian name of Haakon, sev- 
enth in the line of monarchs by 
that mame. And the Princess be- 
came Queen Maud. Together, they 
had been on Norway's throne for 
33 years when death separated them 
quite suddenly. Queen Maud passed 
away in November of 1938, deeply 
mourned by two nations—her na- 
tive England and Norway, the land 


of her adoption.

lacking in regal showmanship or 
splendor.

He cares 
nothing for the trappings of royalty 
and when he receives visitors at the 
palace he receives them informally, 
as an equal. 

The Norwegian King has proven 
himself a masterful statesman in 
patching up the old difference be- 
tween his country and Sweden. 
Never have their relationships been 
as friendly as they are now. The 
World War and the conference of 
Kings called by Gustaf of Sweden 
went a long way in cementing the 
ties of friendship that now bind the 
two countries closely together. 
Norway was in a tight spot dur- 
ing the war. Her ties with En- 
gland were close and her senti- 
ments generally favored the Allies. 
But her most important income 
was derived from shipping and she 
was likely to lose not only her en- 
tire trade but many of her ships if 
she held out against Germany.

ING HAAKON kept the country 
K neutral under the most heart- 

breaking circumstances. Norway 
lost 831 merchant vessels and 1200 
men as a result of the promiscuous 
sinking of neutral ships by sub- 
marines and torpedo boats during 
the war. As a result of these ter- 
rific losses, Norway’s merchant 
marine volume fell after the war 
from fourth to sixth place. The 
country was beset by a severe fi- 
nancial crisis, but it muddied 
through and Haakon did his ut- 
most to encourage the industrial]- 
ization and water power projects 
that have since been Norway's sal- 
vation. 

Haakon’s own training as 2 
sailor gave him expert technical 
knowledge in helping his nation to 
readjust itself after the war to the 
loss of its merchant marine. As 
Prince Charles of Denmark, he was 
known as the “Sailor Prince.” He 
learned to command everything 
from 2 battleship to a torpedo boat. 
He served a long apprenticeship in 
the Danish navy, where no defer- 
ence whatever was shown and he 
was hazed like any other young 
midshipman. The greatest disap- 
pointment of his navy days was 
that he never could learn how to 
chew tobacco like a regular tar. 
He also: suffered from occasional 
seasickness and was often found 
sitting on a bucket in the gang- 
way, chewing on some dry rye 
bread to stave off an attack. Whiie 
he was in the navy, he had to eat 
the same grub as the other sailors. 
He mended his own clothes and 
darned his own socks. All of 
which was excellent training for 
the royal job he was to get later 
on as the King of Norway's democ- 
racy. 

When he fell in love with Prin- 
cess Maud, the youngest daughter 
of Edward VII, there was opposi- 
tion in both their families to the 
match. ,.Queen Alexandra of Brit- 
ain was opposed to it because they 
were cousins. Haakon’s mother, 
on the other hand, objected be- 
cause she had ambitions to marry 
her son to Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holiand and thereby insure thrones 
to both her sons. 

The young couple had their own 
way, however, and they were mar- 
ried on July 22, 1896. Queen Maud, 
the top of whose head barely 
reached the shoulders of her tall 
husband, still bore the traces of

ily owns no luxurious estates. Un- 
der the Norwegian laws “socializ- 
ing” all private properties over a 
certain size, the King has no larger 
estates than are permitted ordi- 
nary Norwegian families. 

Crown Prince Olaf, who was born 
July 2, 1903, was married in 1929 
to Princess Martha of Sweden in a 
royal matrimonial match that has 
further strengthened the ties of 
friendship between Norway and 
Sweden and helped to erase the 
memory of those bitter days when 
his father was called to the throne. 

Separated from Norway by the 
waters of the Skagerrack, Den- 
mark is ruled by Christian X, the 
elder brother of Norway's King. 
Theirs is the only case in recent 
times of two brothers ruling over 
adjacent kingdoms. 

In the Balkans, King Christian, 
the world’s tallest monarch, who 
towers 6 feet 6 inches, would be 
such a promiscuous target for as- 
sassins he would probably have to 
ride around in an armored car 
whenever he left his palace. As it 
is, even in the more peaceful sur- 
roundings of Copenhagen, detec- 
tives are the plague of this royal 
giant’s existence. They insist on 
giving him elaborate police protec- 
tion because he can be singled out 
of any crowd so easily. The King, 
who loves to browse around among 
his subjects without any fanfare, 
has developed a phobia on the sub- 
ject. He hates bodyguards and 
when one is assigned !e has great 
sport playing hide and’seek with it 
so he can get off by himself. 

Christian, who looks very much 
like his brother, King Haakon of 
Norway, succeeded to the throne 
of Denmark on May 14, 1912, after 
their father’s tragic death at Ham- 
burg, where the monarch fell dead 
on a smal) side street late at night 
and was not identified until hours 
later after he had been taken to 
the morgue. 

Before coming to the throne 
Christian spent his early life as an 
army officer. He used to ride 
around Copenhagen on a bicycle. 
His father insisted on his mingling 
with other boys and in his youth 
he was an ordinary member of a 
boy scout troop. When he was 28, 
Christian married Princess Alexan- 
drine of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 
Two years after they ascended the 
throne of Denmark, they were con- 
fronted by the conflicting currents 
of the World War. Christian read- 
ily joined his brother,: King Haa- 
kon, and King Gustaf of Sweden in 
their neutrality pact but Denmark 
suffered even more severe losses 
than either of the other countries 
and was crippled economically aft- 


er the conflict.

And 
in July, 1920, King Christian, 
mounted magnificently on a white 
charger, led his troops across the 
old frontier and prociaimed his 
sovereignty over the recovered ter- 
ritory. 

Like his fellow Scandinavian 
monarchs, King Christian rules un- 
der a liberal democratic constitu- 
tion in which the Cabinet and Par- 
liament both have more power than 
the King.

dened by a double tragedy in the 
Belgian royal family. Leopold's 
father, the famous soldier-King Al- 
bert of Belgium, was killed on Feb. 
17, 1934, when he fell off a preci- 
pice while engaged in his favorite 
sport, mountain-climbing. A year 
and a halfe later, Leopold's wife, 
Queen Astrid, with whom he was 
deeply in love, was killed near Le- 


cerne when the car In which the 
royal couple were riding plunged 
off the road into a ditch. Queen 
Astrid had been called the “most 
beautiful princess in Europe” when 
she married Leopold in 1926 and 
she left him three children, who 
are being reared by his mother, the 
Dowager Queen Elizabeth. 

Among the gayest days the young 
King of the Belgians can look back 
on are the days he spent with his 
father in the United States during 
1919 when he was a youth of 18, 
still wearing the army uniform in 
which he had fought with the Bel- 
gian army in the World War. 

King Albert and his son were 
fascinated by American locomo- 
tives and more than once in the 
course of their transcontinental 
railroad journey, they managed to 
slip into the engineer’s cab and 
take a hand at the throttle. 

The morning they pulled into 
Salt Lake City, they were a bit 
late in getting back to their private 
car. There was a huge crowd on 
the platform waiting to greet them. 
The Belgian King and the Crown 
Prince, each wearing a pair of ill- 
fitting overalls streaked with oil 
and grime, descended from the cab 
and started to make their way back 
when one of the men in the crowd 
shouted: 

“Hey, buddy, where’s the King?” 

Leopold nudged his father in the 
ribs and replied: 

“Oh the King?

Aft- 
er many nervous hours, Leopold 
finally returned to his hotel at 1 
a. m. the next morning. Everybody 
was waiting up for some word from 
him. When he came in, he sat non- 
chalantly into an easy chair, lit a 
cigarette, and said: “Nice city, 
Washington.” 

Those days in America were the 
first carefree days the young 
Crown Prince had had for five 
years. He was a studert at Eton 
in England when the World War 
broke out and Germany invaded 
the tiny Belgian kingdom. Al- 
though he was only 13 years old, he 
wrote his father that he wanted to 
join the army “right away.” The 
letter brought tears to the King’s 
eyes. A year later, when all of

West opened with the six of 
spades and declarer, apparently 
without giving the matter serious 
consideration, automatically reached 
for a low card from dummy. From 
that time on he was in trouble. 
East won with the king and 
promptly shifted to the heart 
queen. Declarer held up his ace for 
two rounds and then, having tak- 
en it, was faced with the necessity 
of guessing the diamond queen in 
order to run nine tricks. He had 
two spade tricks, one heart, and 
three clubs in clear sight, but still 
would need three diamonds. Act- 
ing on the “rule” of not finessing 
when holding nine of a suit, he laid 
down the diamond king, then led to 
dummy’s ace. The rule let him down 
in this case, however (how sad that 
it does this so often), and his ninth 
trick never materialized. The de- 
fenders took three hearts, a spade, 
and a diamond. 

It was nothing short of criminal 
to lose this contract in a rubber 
bridge game. Declarer should have 
seen that if East had the spade 
king and could win the first trick, 
a heart shift would be inevitable. 
This would drive out his single 
heart stopper before the diamond 
suit was surely established and 
would place him at the mercy of 
a successful diamond finesse or 
drop. It was not at all important 
that declarer make two. spade 
tricks instead of one. The vital 
feature was to guard against a 
heart shift. It would have been 
completely safe for declarer to have 
put up dummy’s spade aceyat the 
first trick, then, to insure that Hast
